There are no newspaper clippings of any kind as this did not 
make the local papers. Nevertheless, it has been clearly estab- 
lished that Mr. Gibson did, in fact, practice deviant sexual behavior 
with ^ boys - he did, in fact, admit to this aberrant behavior to the 
committee, to me, and to the police department. Conversations with 
boys corroborated the Same information, and Mr. Gibson has agreed to 
undergo some psychiatric help with respect to overcoming this 
problem. 

The facts, therefore, indicate the necessity for this 
action .
